BISHOP BIUB IBLCOIBS liSlTORS 



Tbe recent initiation and hanqud of 
Naahville Council of the Knights of 
Columbus took place last Sunday, when 
eighty-five candidatca from dl parts of 
the South were admitted to memberahip. 
AlKJUt \LW visiting memlwrs were present, 
many of the number being from Louis- 
ville. A apedd maaa waa oelebrded at 
the Cathedral at which all the Knights 
were present in a iMjily. Rev. l'°ather 
John Morris, Chaplain of the Nashville 
Council, waa the celclirant, and during 
his sermon took Hccadoo to pay a hand- 
aome tribute to tbe great good the 
Knigbta of Cdnmbua are ddng among 
the Catholic laymen of the country. 
After the mass the Knights ami candi- 
dates repaired to Watkins' Mall, where 
the degrees were conferred. What fol- 
lower! is thus told by tbe NMbville 
American: 

When the initiation waa over the 
Knights repaired to the Conaervatory of 
Music, where an elaborate banquet was 
spread. None of the hotela were able to 
accommodate tbe crowd, and tbe aelec- 
ttou of the apadoua Conaervatory of 
Music proved a happy solution to the 
problem. Long tables were arranged in 
the concert hall, which was fittingly 
decorated in honor of the occasion. 
Smaller tables were placed on the cool 
verandas of the old-fashioned building, 
and the visiting Kuigbts were given the 
preference of this inviting place. 

After the elaborate menu had been 
fully enjoyed and the dgara paaied 
around the speechmaking began. Hon. 
M. T. Bryan acted as toaatmaater and 
introduced the spedMia €f 'tt l M ff yf iwd 
delightful manner. 

The Knights were given a cordial and 
hospitable welcome by Right Rev. Bishop 
Ityrne, who sat in the center of the toaat- 
master's table. Bishop Byrne tgakt of 
the magnificent showing die Kdgbts of 
Columbus had made in raeent yean, and 
said he looked forward to It with iceen 
antldpation of tbe great good that will 
rcanlt from it. He apoke of tbe value of 
Catholic laymen in the upbuilding of the 
church and admonished those present to 
make their daily lives an example of all 
that is good and holy. "A good, honest, 
upright, noble Catholic man," he said, 
"one wbo is fair in all his dealings, pure 
in his thoughts and actions and charitable 
to bia fdlow-men, baa more inflnenoe for 
good la a eommnnlty than a doaen aer- 
mona. Let your Uvea be such that tbe 
men of tbe world will regard yon with 
req>ect and admiration. This ia what it 
eons to be a good, practical Catholic." 
The first speaker to follow Bishop 
Byrne was Hon. Ivdward J. McDermott, 
from Kentucky, and one of the most 
gifted of that State's orators. His toast 
was "Leo the Thirteenth." He was 
introduced in a pleasant way by Toast- 
master Bryan and was greeted with a 
tremendona ontbord of applauae. He 
add In part; 

"Though I am ■^r'f^lt of the honor 
shown me by tbe request for a speech on 
the toast of I.co XIII., I feel that I. a 
layman, shall not l>e able to express fit- 
tingly the ailniiration, reverence and love 
due from us and from alt high-minded 
men to the great Tontiff who, in his 
ninety-second year, after twenty-three 
memorable yeara of acrvice in hU high 
oOca, in apite of dl aorto of trying diffi- 
cnlttea and dangera, in aplte cl atheists 
and hostile fanatics, in spite of pdty 
Italian politicians and of innumerable 
enemies of the church in many lands, 
without any bayonets to sustain him, 
still sits in majesty on the imperishable 
throne of I'eter. His influence in the 
world still outweighs the power of any 
king or emperor. He rdiea not upon 
brute force, but upon coaadauce and the 
word of God. 

"In the firat place, be la a practical 
man. In bia youth be waa a leataed, 
akiUful diplomat, aad ezperieaee baa 
increaaed hia power. As Mabop of 
Perogia he not only founded achoola, 
colleges, hosi>itals and churches, but he 
built gooil roads and encourage<l thrift 
and fosteretl agriculture. He takes a 
high and broad view of the affairs of the 
world. He knows well the weak points 
and strong points of that modern Zdt- 
geist which mauy pralaa and few imdcr- 
stand. Sodalism, commercialism, mili- 
tarism and atbeiam be kaowa thoroughly, 
and agdnat tbem be baa bnrled his 
shining lanee with tremendona power. 
He sparca no fdly or wrong among the 
rich or the poor. Though he was born 
of an aristocratic and titled family, he 
bos always le<l an austere life. Idleness 
and luxury he has scorned. His syiiipa- 
thies have been with the poor, aud yet 
in his great encyclicda on capital and 
labor he haa given no countenance to 
envy or injustioa or riot on tbe one aide.

On Sunday a great meeting, under the 
auspices of the United Irish League, was 

held at (".rcnagli, in the constituency of 
Mid-Cork, says the Dublin Weekly Free 
man In Ite issue of Jane 8. Tbe meeting 
waa very Urgely attended and included 
several contingents from outlying dis- 
tricts. The chair was occupied by the 
Rev. I'nther Claisher, and the sjK-akers 
inclnileil Messrs J. C. Mynn, M. P.; 
K. Crean, M. P.; I). 1). Sheehan, M. P.; 
J. J. Howard, Chairman Cork County 
Council, and Alderman Wahdi. A couple 
of policemen were la atteadaace near 
the platform. 

The Reverend Chairman, in opaiing 
the prooeedinga, aaked the people to put 
thdr hands down deep into their pockets 
and show they were determined to sup- 
port the Irish Parliamentary party. The 
|>eople were, he said, ninler the strongest 
obligations to support their Parliamentary 
representatives. 

Letters of apology were received from 
Rev. Father Kennedy, of Blarney; Rev. 
Father Griffin, of Donoghmore, and 
F. W. Mahony, of Blarney. On motion 
of John Daly, aeconded by T. B. Ilealy, 
Chairman of the Macroom DIatrid Conn- 
d), the following rasdntion waa 
adopted; 

"That we demsnd .self-government, 
and pledge ourselves to carry on the 
flght until our legitimate rights arc con- 
cede<l by the granting of a legislative 
assembly in Dublin to make laws for the 
Irish people according to Iriah ideaa; 
that no aettlement of tbe land qucatloa 
be deemed satisfactory only ownership 
of the land by the tiller under a scheme 
waiwlawy ~aBte and pu rc hase which 
will also secure the reinstatement of 
evicted tenants and guanl the interest 
of the laborers; that we protest against 
the manner in which this country is 
presently overtaxetl; that we demand 
complete educational equality for the 
Catholics of Ireland, induding the 
establishment and endowment of a nni- 
vetalty la whoae henefite we can con- 
s c le ad oa d y partidpate; that we oon- 
dema laadgrabbing in every ahapeand 
form, and hereby pledge ourselves to 
deal with it by every means wbsfevcrit 
shows its hateful head." 

I>. I). Sheehan, M. P., sjx-aking as one 
who had been prominently ideutified 
with the labor movement in the past, 
said that, now that he had been elected 
to Parliament, be would do everything 
to promote tbe iataiaste and advocate 
tbe grievancca of dl clamtt in tbe com- 
munity. He referred to the courtesy 
with which he had been received by the 
members of the Irish jjarty into their 
ranks. He maiutaineil that they could 
have no jieacc, contentment or Siitis- 
factory .solution of the land question in 
Ireland until the landlords were expa- 
triated completely and absolutely from 
the land. It waa the people's duty to 
the Nationd moveawBt aad for tbe ade- 
guarding of tbe farmen tbd landgrabUng 
should not he encouraged. 

J. J. Howard, Chairman Cork County 
Council, congratulated the jK'ople on 
having secured as their representative for 
Mid-Cork a gentleman who could be 
relietl on to look after the interests of Lis 
constituenta, and one who was a valuable 
addition to the preaent usdul party. 
The laborers, farmers and artiaana were 
all mora finUy united than ever, and 
deterwiiasd to carry on tbe fight which 
was bdng w^ged ander tbe Udtad Irlab 
league, wbidi waa no narrow or one- 
sided League, for it embraced every 
interest within tbe island of a truly 
Nationalist character. 

Kugene Crean, M. P., appeale<l to 
every person in the district who was not 
a member of the I/sague to immediately 
join its ranks. The people of America 
and Australia were ready to give a help- 
ing hand ia tbe great movement, and 
neatly every day cablegranie were re- 
cdved in (be Houae of Commona from 
those countries congratulating the Irish 
party on their great work there. 

J. C. I'lynii, M. P., in tbe conrae of a 
powerful s(>eecli, said that the work 
which lay before the orgaiii/atioii and 
before the Irish Parliameutary party at 
preaent waa no ordinary work of politica.

In 
words more apt, llie Holy I'allier declares 
they iiiusl ap])ly themselves with umli- 
niinislieil anlor to the jierfection of the 
spirit. The priest's field is the whole 
aocial world. Hy example and precept 
he mnat induce the people to cultivate 
peace, to avoid ratiblea and rioting, to do 
jnatioe willingly, to love domeatic life, 
and above all to fmctice religion, in 
emulation of the perfect model, the Holy 
Family of Nazareth. The priest nfuBt 
urge the hnsiness man to (lo l)iisine.s.s in 
true, hiKli ami iiicfirrnptihle principles; 
from the slocUholder he must demand 
his Vote, voice and influence for the in- 
violable rights of his humblest employe; 
he mnat insist that t)M public oflBcer 
■land anflinchingly for iwhUe righteous- 
ness and against all con u asrc a with the 
devil in approving or Hcensing iniquity 
for public or private reveone; he must 
convince jadge, lawyer, teacher and 
legislator that he is under vows to savor 
with Cliristiaii grace every secular func- 
tion he may I)e cnlU-.l nj^oii to ilisrharge. 
In a word, the priest by his very ]x>sition 
is fitte<l and should reach the remotest 
muscle and nerve of the body politic and 
the body aocial.

It is pleaaant to review the scenes of 
onr youth, the accnas of the dreams, am- 
bitions snd asptrations of our early days, 
and compare them with the realizations 

of those .same dreams in our later years. 
At the .same time it is also pleasant and 
useful for us in this wise to renew our 
friendly relations with the lioon compan- 
ions of onr happy college days, relations 
which for many of us have existed ever 
since, and we trust will continue to exist 
till the gathering riudows of the dusk of 
life fall about ns forever. These feelings 
may be termed purely sentimental, it is 
true, but after all what is life unless it is 
tinged and glorified by «levate<l senti- 
ment ami fine feeling' I'ine feeling, 
splenilid emotions, loft\ aspirations and 
generous impulses constitute after all the 
lietter part of our being and distinguish 
us from the mere inanimate nnd animal 
cicatiun that surrounds us. Despite the 
material and mttcenary spirit of the age, 
da^te its inoramte greed of gain and 
mad chsse after the almighty dollar, still 
we .ill realize within ourselves that life is 
something grander, greater and better

In the rtish of life, amidst its eternal 
grind ami uproar, it is gixwl for us all t'l 
withdraw ourselves at limes into delight- 
ful retreats like this and replenish our 
souls with its oeace, tranquility and re- 
l>ose and partake of refreshments both 
of body and mind which our worthy 
faculty so lavishly and generously places 
at our ilisposaL It is good for us to 
meet here together and hear the old 
familiar strains of music of other days 
snd see the old familiar faces in their old 
fsmilisr pUces, and thus recall the old 
days in the morning of life when every 
prospect pleaaad and everything seemed 
rsdiant with jcnr. and we built castles in 
the air and pettaaps formed plans for the 



future scconlidg to which manv of 
have no doabt uewed to the lua s 

since. 

In this connection I take ck casiou to 
sav that you often hear it said nowadays 
that college education is almoat useless 
or superfluous: that it is often a waste of 
vslusble time that could be spent to bet- 
ter purpose l>y earlier engaging in the 
actual business of life. You near it said, 
for instance, that the grrst captains of 
industry and commerce carvetl their way 
to power and coniniandiiig position with- 
out the advantageous aids of college; 
that in fact college training often tills 
its votaries with false notions and theo- 
ries of life which retaid rather than 
advance college men in the great struggle 
of commetoal existence and in the 
rough usage of the world. This is the 
cisim set up by those mcrcenanr souls 
who make the almighty dollsr the sole 
criterion of their success — who set its 
scquisition atwve every other thing in 
life — who set it alxive religion, character, 
virtue, principle and even integrity itself.

where in every age an<l clime. It is true 
that now and then some intellect of 
extraordinary vigor and energy, without 
auy college training, forges its way ahead 
through every difl&cnlty to great power 
and success, but the same intellect would 
have done so more essily had it been 
thoroughly equipped with the atlvaulages 
of a sound academic training. 

Therefore I repeat that those who 
claim that college educatfou is useless 
are thoroughly mercenary iu spirit ami 
measure even aucqm in life to the cir- 
umfereuce of the doQar. They a-e those 
who care little or nothing for the fonua- 
tion of proper character m youth, noths 



ing for the acqnirment of sound religion- 
principle by which to control and shape 
their lives, nothing for fine aspirations 
snd sentiments, and the thousand snd 
one good and gentle influences that en- 
noble, elevate and refine life and remove 
it from the sole enjoyment of mere ani- 
mal existence exclusively adajited to 
those vulgar souls who care entirley and 
alone for the almighty dollar. 

Therefore, my mends, to the best of 
our aliilitv let US by word and act and 
di'( . I lii'lp our alma mater along; let us 
always take a live interest in her welfare, 
and do all that we can upon every occa- 
sion to promote her .sncccess, for by so 
doing we shall advance the cause of our 
neighlx>r, the cause of religion, and the 
cause of humanity, and thereby iiiakeour 
lives noble by making them useful to 
ourselves and to others.
